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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1966. 

An  increase  in  the  size  of  the  district  came  about  by  the 
merger  with  a portion  of  Broadwoodwidger  R.D.G.  This  brought  the 
acreage  of  the  district  up  to  97504  with  a total  population  of 
8,3£>(3»  These  figures  indicate  a large,  sparsly  populated  area  from 
which  certain  administrative  problems  arose  especially  in  distances 
travelled  in  the  course  of  day  to  day  duties.  In  addition,  extra 
demands  were  made  on  the  department  from  this  increase. 

The  most  time  consuming  item  was  again  Meat  Inspection 
with  an  increase  in  the  throughput  at  both  Slaughterhouses*  During 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  further  legislation  came  into  force  which 
placed  a duty  on  Local  Authorities  to  arrange  for  suitably 
qualified  persons  to  be  in  attendance  whenever  slaughtering  was  in 
progress.  Power  was  also  given  to  Councils  to  lay  down  hours  of 
slaughter  within  reasonable  limits  in  order  that  compliance  with  this 
requirement  could  be  maintained  but  no  such  measures  were  taken 
by  the  Council. 

The  programme  drawn  up  during  the  previous  year  to  deal 
with  unfit  houses  within  the  district  did  not  proceed  at  the  rate 
anticipated*  Apart  from  the  limited  amount  of  time  available  for  this 
work  a closer  link  up  between  Housing  Act  action  and  housing  re-allocation 
appears  necessary  to  obtain  better  results  in  the  future*  Further 
details  of  this  work  are  given  in  the  report. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  continued  to  be  submitted 
at  a steady  rate  and  many  properties  were  given  an  extra  "lease  of  lifen 
from  the  works  carried  out*  However,  the  number  of  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  was  disappointing  despite  every  endeavour  made 
by  the  Council  to  encourage  owners  to  improve  properties  to  a higher 
standard. 


Finally  I must  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council  Officers 
and  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  courtesy  shown  during  the  year 
and  in  particular  I must  thank  Mr.  T.C.J .White  for  his  valued  service 
and  support.

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Act  1957 > was  taken  in 
respect  of  10  properties  one  of  which  was  demolished,  one  bad  an 
undertaking  not  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  and  the  remainder  had 
Closing  Orders  made  against  them.  Of  all  the  tenants  concerned  only 
one  person  was  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Most  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  housing  was  carried 
out  in  one  parish,  namely  Bridgerule,  where  a number  of  properties 
were  found  to  be  grossly  sub-standard  and  were  noted  for  formal 
action  in  the  future.  The  need  for  better  housing  accommodation 
within  this  village,  where  a housing  problem  exists,  appears  to 
have  been  overlooked  by  the  Council  both  in  the  provision  of  new 
dwellings  and  the  re-letting  of  existing  properties  where  more 
priority  ought  to  have  been  given  to  families  from  this  type  of 
property. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  seven  properties  against  which  Closing 
Orders  had  been  made  were  still  occupied,  mainly  by  elderly  persons 
and  one  of  these  had  been  dealt  with  during  the  previous  year. 

In  addition,  the  opportunity  to  informally  improve  general 
housing  conditions  was  taken  in  a number  of  cases  where  standard 
grants  were  applied  for.  These  were  made  as  conditions  at  the  time 
of  approval.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

45  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  received  during  the 
year  of  which  21  were  completed  and  three  were  refused.  All  applications 
were  for  improvement  to  the  full  standard  and  included,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  extension  to  accommodate 
the  bathroom.  Full  advantage  was  taken  to  apply  the  upper  limit  of  the 
grant  where  necessary  and  estimates  of  works  carried  out  where  the  grant 
exceeded  £150,  were  prepared  within  the  department.  Of  the  number  of 
payments  made  during  the  year  the  average  grant  per  property  was 
approximately  £196. 

Despite  every  encouragement  by  the  Council  only  3 applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  were  received.  One  was  refused  on  the  grounds 
that  the  estimated  cost  of  improvements  was  considered  to  be  more  than 
the  provision  of  new  accommodation  of  comparable  size.  The  average 
grant  per  house  was  £367.

The  opportunity  to  carry  out  general  inspections  was  again 
limited  due  to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  Meat 
Inspection*  However , premises  were  visited  from  time  to  time  in 
connection  with  other  legislation  and  matters  relating  to  Food 
Hygiene  were  also  given  attention*  One  general  provision  store 
was  found  to  be  lacking  a suitable  and  sufficient  supply  of  running 
hot  water  and  was  dealt  with  by  informal  action.  No  prosecutions 
were  taken  during  the  period  under  review.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEnT  INSPECTION 


There  was  a further  increase  in  the  throughput  of  animals 
during  the  year  at  both  Halwill  Junction  and  Hols wor thy  Slaughterhouses 
which  has  been  the  trend  during  the  past  three  years*  An 
announcement  was  made  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  the 
occupiers  of  the  Halwill  premises  of  their  intention  to  erect  a new 
slaughterhouse  outside  the  district  and  to  "phase  out  the  existing  one”. 

Minor  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Hols worthy 
slaughterhouse  by  the  occupier  who  had  taken  over  control  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  previous  year.  Every  effort  was  made  to  attain 
as  high  a standard  as  possible  with  a basically  unsuitable  building 
and  layout.  From  negotiations  it  was  clear  to  all  concerned  that  a 
new  building  is  required  in  order  to  comply  fully  with  legislation 
and  at  the  same  time  be  easily  adaptable  to  Continental  Standards  if 
and  when  the  need  arises.  Unfortunately  the  slaughterhouse  is  let 
on  lease  to  the  occupier  and  any  minor  structural  alteration  requires 
consent  of  British  Rail  who  are  the  owners.  Following  the  local  rail 
closures  every  effort  was  made  by  the  occupier  to  purchase  the 
buildings  and  site  and  so  have  control  to  improve  present  conditions. 

In  order  to  achieve  this  purpose  negotiations  were  underway  at  the  end 
of  the  year  although  little  progress  had  been  nade  with  British  Rail 
after  more  than  twelve  months. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1966  which  came  into  force 
on  1st  October  made  even  further  demands  on  the  time  already  spent  on 
this  duty.  In  order  to  have  manpower  available  for  attendance  at 
both  slaughterhouses  whilst  slaughtering  was  in  progress,  it  was 
necessary  to  enlist  the  services  of  a local  veterinary  firm  to  attend 
at  one  of  the  slaughterhouses  full  time.  This  arrangement  will 
continue  until  the  premises  at  Halwill  Junction  cease  to  function. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year 
was  76,997,  showing  an  increase  of  13,706  over  1965*

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  in  connection  with  sewerage  schemes  is  undertaken  by 
the  Council!s  Surveyor  in  conjunction  with  Consulting  Civil  Engineers. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  draw  up  schemes  for  the  various 
parishes  not  yet  sewered  and  during  the  year  two  such  schemes  were 
prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry®  Work  was  completed  in  respect 
of  schemes  at  Bradworthy  and  Chilsworthy  bringing  the  total  of  villages 
sewered  to  six® 

Sewerage  facilities  are  urgently  required  in  the  parishes  of 
Pyworthy  and  Halwill  as  in  both  cases  the  present  facilities  and  arran- 
gements are  unsatisfactory®  In  addition  there  are  a number  of  small 
hamlets  which  require  proper  sewerage  disposal  plants  but  these  would 
be  considered  uneconomic  due  to  the  high  cost  per  property  involved® 

REFUSE  COLLECT  ION  AM)  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  carried  out  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Surveyor  to  the  Council e There  has  been  little  change  in  the 
service  from  previous  yea  os,  a kerbside  collection  being  undertaken 
together  with  disposal  by  crude  tipping. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

A satisfactory  mains  supply  of  water  is  available  to  the 
majority  of  the  district  especially  the  larger  communities,  and  is 
supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board®  There  are  however,  a number 
of  isolated  properties  which  depend  on  a well  supply  and  samples  are 
taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  if  occupiers  request  this  to  be 
done  or  whenever  an  Improvement  Grant  is  applied  for  and  this  is  the 
only  source  of  supply* 

Such  sources  are  mainly  from  shallow  wells  which  invariably 
give  very  poor  results®  Advice  as  to  use  and  improvement  of  these 
wells  is  given  to  occupiers  where  necessary  and  made  a condition  of 
any  grant  application  made®  Where  a piped  supply  of  water  is  brought 
to  a dwelling  for  the  first  time  every  advantage  is  taken  to  connect 
to  the  mains  where  ever  possible  with  the  aid  of  the  ?lhigher,!  grant 
limit ♦ 


Sampling  of  the  mains  water  supplied  in  the  district  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Periodical  baiting  and  treatment  of  sewers  and  refuse  tips 
is  undertaken  by  the  Council  but  no  service  to  the  general  public  is 
available  as  the  Council  do  not  employ  a Rodent  Operator.

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  registered 
under  the  Act  was  95*  Of  these  36  were  given  a general  inspection 
bringing  the  total  of  premises  visited  in  order  to  ascertain  what 
steps  were  necessary  to  comply  with  the  requirements  to  53.
